Wealthy Woman's Intuition 
Is at Fault. 


Realty Operator Drinks Up 
Cash She Gave Him. 


— — 


She Now Charges Him With 
Embexzling It. 


C. W. Du Vernet, secretary of the 
Los Angeles City Realty Company, 
with offices in the Fay building, is 
wanted by the county officers on & 
charge of having embezzled $1600. 

The complaint, which was the basis 
of the warrant that Justice Summer- 
field issued for the arrest of the realty 
operator, was sworn to by Mrs. M. IL. 
Lee, a wealthy woman, of middle age, 
resides at Hotel Alexandria. 

The officers were yesterday in ¢om- 
munication with Du Vernet through 
his friends, who assured them that he 
would appear to answer to the charge 
as soon as he arrenged for his bonds. 
It was expected that ne would do s¢ 
late yesterday afternoon, and the au- 


will give himself up today. 

“Old John Barley Corn” is sald to 
have led Du Vernet from the prover- 
bial straight and narrow path. Per- 
sons who are intimately acquainted 
with him declare that this is his whole 
trouble. 

Du Vernet Is married and resides in 
a cosy little home in the southwest 
district. He was supposed to have 

possessed of considerable prop- 
erty, and his friends still assert that 
he can pay up everyshing as soon 
as the tangle can be unwound. 
He became acquainted with his 
prosecutor in rather an unusual man- 
ner. A man who held a note which 
she had endorsed. sold the instru- 
ment at a small discount to Du Ver- 
net. In the course of collecting it, he 
called upon ber at her hotel. He 
proved to be such a good collector 
that she immediately picked him out 
as a good business man. He soon 
learned that she had money to invest 
and was not slow td grasp at the 
opportunity. 

DISSIPATES THE MONEY. 

The outcome was that he prevailed 
upon Mrs. Lee to loan him $1600. She 
did not have the cash at the time 
he desired it and gave him some 
Edison Electric bonds to hypothecate. 
The next day $2600 was paid her. She 
gave this to him with the under 
standing that he would tmmediately 
redeem the stock and return it to her. 
The experience of having so much 
money in his pockets is said to have 
been too much for him He began 
to drink, it is alleged, and the $3000 
was dissipated in about two weeks. 
Mrs. Lee took her troubles to Deputy 
Dist.-Atty. Ford, Monday, who is- 
sued a complaint. 

Information has been given the au- 
thorities that several other persons 
have suffered through their faith in 
Du Vernet. One mining man is al- 
leged to have loaned him a large sum, 
and an oil operator is said to have 
trusted him with $6000. Du Vernet 
created no offense in getting these 
sums, as. they were simply loans. 
Friends of Du Vernet yesterday de- 
clared that he would pay up all of 
his indebtness as soon as his physical 
condition is better. They assert that 
he is an honorable man when sober. 


but that he has not been responsible 


while under the influence of intoxi- 
cants. They informed the officers 
that he is not in hiding, but in a 
sanitarium, and will straighten up his 
affairs just as soon as he is able to 
leave the institution. 


SUSPECT MAPLE HELD. 


+Vagrancy Charge Will Be Pressed 


Against Laborite Who Has a 


Jail Record. 


A. B. Maple, one of the suspects ar- 
rested in connection with the plot to 
dynamite the Hall of Records, near 
which two sticks of dynamite were 
found a week ago, following the re- 
ceipt of a mysterious telephone tip by 
the police and the arrest of Jack“ 
| Connors, was arraigned before Police 
Judge Williams yesterday on a charge 
of vagrancy. 

He entered a plea of not guilty and 
asked for a jury trial, which was set 
for November 1, pending which Maple 
was remanded to the City Jail ia de- 
fault of $100 ball. Stevens and Myrtle 
O'Neill, also suspects, arrested last 
week in the same affair, weré released 
yesterday, no case having been made 
out against them. 

Maple, who complained bitterly of 
the action of the police in preferring 
vagrancy charges against him, recent- 
ly served ten days in the workhouse 
for beating up Louis Guittar, an em- 
ployé of the Pacific Ornamental Iron 
Works. 

Before coming to Los Angeles, where 
he has caused considerable trouble 
during the metal workers strike. 
Maple lived at Phoenix, Ariz., where 
he was known as Buel Maple, and 
distinguished himself oy setting into 
trouble with the law. 

Two years ago Maple broke into the 
armory of the National Guard at 
Phoenix and took several rifles and 
enough ammunition to equip himself 
and several companions for a hunting 
trip to the Verde. Upon his return, he 
was arrested and charged With burglary 
and appropriation of government prop- 
erty to his own use. He jumped his 
ball and went to Mexico, but returned 
after two or three months. He was 
convicted and fined, besides being given 
a jail sentence. On his release from 
fall, Maple came to Los Angeles 
Before his arrest in Phoenix, Maple 
had served a short time on the police 


force of that city under Marsha! 
Moore, but was dismissed from the 
service.

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SERBS’ BISHOP POLISHED MAN OF 
LETTERS. 


— - 


Honored by United States Govern- 
ment Decorated by European Sov- 
ereigns, He Seeks Only to Benefit 
His Race—Organizing institutional 
Episcopal Church Here. 


A unique character and polished gen- 
tleman is the Rev. Sebastian Dabo- 
vitch, who has been in this city for 
some time, laboring among the Slavon- 
ians and Serbs. He bears the title of 
Archimandrite of the Serb branch of 
the Episcopal Church in North Amer- 
ica, equivalent to the office of a bishop. 

While Dr. Dabovitch is of Servian 
parentage, he was born in San Fran- 
cisco, and is highly educated. He 
speaks five languages and preaches in 
four, and his ability to successfully 
cope with the difficulties surrounding 
the assimilation of the large Slavontan 
and Sherb population in Alaska, was 
recognized by his appointment as As- 
sistant United States Commissioner vf 
education for Alaska, in which work 
he spent between three and four years, 
— his ordination as a minister in 


Frior to his having been given juris 
diction in North America over the Sherb 
ch of the church, he held pastor- 
ates among them in Chicago, Phila- 
Celphia and Minneapolis, and though 
yet quite 4 young man, has been deco- 
rated by several of the European tov- 
ereigns, in recognition of his labors for 
hie people in this country. In 1892, he 
was one of five men to organize a com- 
pany in San Francisco, and publish the 
first Servian newspaper ever published 
in the United States. 

Dr. Dabovitch says there are 3000 
Slavonians in Los Angeles county, and 
perhaps 8000 in Southern California, 
two-thirds of whom are Serbs, from 
various European provinces, and in 
this city there are between 600 and 700 
Serbs, almost wholly from the province 
of Herzegovina. He has been in Los 
Angeles at several different times for 
the purpose of organizing a church for 
the Serbs but heretofore has been 
able tv accomplish his purpose.

Federal Officials, Prosecuting Case, 
Hold That Law Requiring Proper 
Labeling of Adulterated Food Prod- 
ucts Is Being Violated—Suit Novel 
in This District. 


it a scheme to pawn off on the lovers 
of pure maple syrup a product which 
has been adulterated with cane sugar. 

The case is novel in that it has no 
precedent in this district. and conse- 
quently is of much importance locally. 
The shippers of the syrup are ma 
a fight to prevent the government from 
confiscating it. 

Ralph A. Gould, chief of the food 
inspection laboratory of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, who 
is located at San Francisco, was the 
chief witness for the government yes- 
terday. His testimony was mostly of 
a technical nature, outlining the Weets 
which are used to detect the adultera@- 
tion of maple syrup. 

The suit is based on the theory of 
the law that citizens shall not be per 
mitted to do indirectly what they are 
not allowed to do directly. It alse 


More than 500 cases are being tried | 
before Judge Wellborn in the Pederal 
court. “The United States of Amer- 
lca against 495 cases of maple syrup,” 
is the title of the litigation which was 
started yesterday and will be complet- 
ed today. It is a way the government 
has of proceeding against inanimate 
things and making them defendants 
in suits. 

The Federal authorities seized a car- 
load of syrup which was consigned to 
merchants here by the c., D. Cannon 
Maple Company of Chicago. It con- 
tained 195 cases which were labeled 
“Canadian Maple and Sugar Syrup,” 
and other cases which were alleged to 
be filled with “Pure Vermont Maple 
Syrup.”

ASADENA’S PROBLEM. 
Pasadena is troubled with a water problem; 


Board of Trade have appointed a committee of 
twenty-five members to go thoroughly into the sub- 
ject. Great stress is laid on the fact that the com- 
mittee will have an absolutely free hand to report 
what it considers best in the interests of the city. 
No persons with axes to grind will be allowed to 
influence the newly-appointed body. It will make 
up its mind as to what is most advantageous for 
— eity and it will so recommend without fear or 
avor.” 

The committee will undoubtedly consider two 
ways of supplying the inhabitants of their city with 
all the water they need. The idea which com- 
mends itself to a number is that the various com- 
panies in existence at present should merge into 
one strong concern which, in due time, should sell 
out to the city. The other suggestion is that 
dena should buy Owens River water from Los An- 
geles. Either method ought to result in settling the 
trouble. 

As far as the latter course goes, the Board of 
Water Commissioners in this city has already been 
approached in a tentative manner by Pasadena, but 
so far, has been unable to make any definite proffer.
